STRUGGLING shopkeep¬ 
ers fear a decision to allow 
budget supermarket chain 
Aldi to build a store near The 
Stow will sound the death 
knell for their businesses. 

Councillors have given the 
German retailer the go-ahead to 
start work on redeveloping the 
former Charvills ear showroom 
site in First Avenue after a battle 
lasting nearly three years. 

But traders in the nearby shopping 
hatch, already angry at plans to 
introduce car parking charges, are 
worried they will lose their remain¬ 
ing customers to the low-cost food 
store and have criticised the decision

as “irresponsible”. 

Purshodtam Patel, who has run 
newsagents Sayona News for 10 
years, told the Star that Aldi’s arrival 
would be the final nail in the coffin 
for his business. 

“How can the council think this is 
a good idea for The Stow?” he said. 
“Why will people bother coming to 
my store anymore when there’s an 
all-purpose, low-cost supermarket 
just around the corner? It’s irrespon¬ 
sible and misguided. 

“The council doesn’t care about 
the shopkeepers here; it never has 
and it never will. They never listen to

Rammell blasts 
stayaway Tories 
at cuts protest 

THE campaign to save Harlow’s Welfare Rights 
and Advice service moved to a church hall on 
Monday when more than 100 people attended a 
packed public meeting. 

The meeting, which was held at St Paul’s in 
College Square, was addressed by HWRA head 
Sue Jones, Harlow MP Bill Rammell, Harlow 
Civic Society chairman Stan Newens and local 
councillors Loma Spenceley (Liberal Democrat) 
and Maggie Hulcoop (Labour). 

But there was anger after it was announced council 
leader Andrew Johnson had declined an invitation 
to speak at the meeting after receiving guidance 
from the authority’s legal officers. 

Mr Rammell said: “In my political career I’ve had 
to make difficult decisions and done things that 
have not been popular. I think if you make 
decisions you should be accountable for them and 
it’s frankly a disgrace that no-one from the Tory 
party has bothered to turn up here today.” 

The meeting called on the Conservative-run 
council to scrap the controversial cost-cutting 
measure which would save it £400,000 a year. That 
decision is set to be confirmed at tonight’s full 
council meeting. 

Mrs Spenceley, who also chairs the Harlow Legal 
Services Partnership, said: “Budget proposals must 
reflect the needs of the local community, otherwise 
what is the point of local governance? All this 
administration seems intent on doing is cutting key 
services while giving pay hikes to top earners.”

HUNDREDS of clubbers and 
commuters have been screened in 
one of the biggest anti-knife crime 
operations seen in Harlow. 

Police using portable metal-deteet- 
ing arehes have been stationed at 
loeations around the town to eheek 
for people earrying blades and other 
weapons. 

The on-going purge has already seen 
rail passengers using Harlow Town station 
and revellers at nightspots pass through 
the equipment. 

More than 450 eustomers were seanned 
and 20 searehed by poliee at Liquid in The 
Rows one night last week. No weapons 
were found. 

Youngsters were also sereened and 
breath-tested at an under-18s night at the 
elub on Tuesday. 

The eraekdown is a result of Essex 
Poliee’s involvement in the Home Offiee’s 
Taekling Knives Aetion Programme. The 
foree has deeided to take the lead in edu- 
eating the publie about the dangers of 
knife erime. 

Speaking about one of the sereenings 
outside Liquid, PC David Bull said: “It 
was a good atmosphere on the evening and 
elubbers didn’t mind walking through the 
areh before entering the elub. It was a pos¬ 
itive result that no weapons were found. 

“Most people we ehatted to said they 
felt reassured that we were there and that 
the management were looking after their 
safety.” 

Liquid nightelub was one of four 
lieensed premises in Harlow who reeeived 
a five-star Safer Bars Aeereditation award. 

A poliee spokeswoman said offieers 
had been pleased with the response from 
the publie over the sereenings and said 
they would eontinue to take a proaetive 
approaeh to fighting knife erime. 

“We don't have a problem in Harlow 
and we don't want to raise the fear of 
erime,” she added. “But we want to tell 
people who may eome into the town with 
weapons that their behaviour will not be 
tolerated and we have measures in plaee to 
taekle it.” 


Police ready to step up 
stop-and-search checks 


POLICE are step¬ 
ping up patrols in 
the Great Parndon 
area of Harlow fol¬ 
lowing a surge in 
eomplaints of sus- 
peeted drug-dealing 
and vehiele erime. 

Offieers will be 
taking note of any 
suspieious behav¬ 
iour and earrying 
out stop-and-seareh 
proeedures on any¬ 
one they suspeet to 
be involved in ille¬ 
gal aetivity. 

Meanwhile, 
elamping down on a 


reeent inerease in 
burglary and thefts 
from motor vehieles 
in nearby Little 
Parndon has been 
identified as a pri¬ 
ority for neighbour¬ 
hood polieing teams 
in the area. 

The number of 
high-visibility 
patrols has been 
inereased through¬ 
out the area with the 
addition of extra 
mobile units. 

Offieers also 
plan to earry out 
more stop-eheeks.

I want my officers to spend more 
of their time on frontline duties 



THE new man in charge of 
the Harlow police district 
has set a target of cutting 
crime by five per cent 
during the next year. 

Chief Inspector Nick 
Morris, pictured right, 
outlined his goal on his 
first day in the job. 

After only a matter of 
hours in his post as district 
commander he said he also 
planned to engage more 
with the public in order to 
deliver the type of policing 
they want. 

And the father-of-two, who 
has 16 years’ policing 
under his belt, intends to 
take full advantage of new 
Home Office guidance to 
reduce officers’ desk hours 
so they can devote more 
time to carrying out 
frontline work in order to 
reduce the town’s crime 
rate which is currently the 
highest in the county. 


“Harlow has a very good 
crime reduction rate but I 
would prefer crimes are 
not committed in the first 
place,” he said on Tuesday. 
“I will be looking at a five 
per cent reduction over the 
next year as a minimum.” 
He added: “I need to make 
sure we are catering for 


everybody’s needs. It is 
important we give 
everybody the opportunity 
to influence what we do.” 
Mr Morris (37) takes over 
from former district 
commander Mike Martin 
who has left the Essex 
force to take up a 
promotion in Merseyside.

Head-kick yob 
lucl^ to stay 
out of prison 


A THUG who launched a 
attack on his partner in the 
early hours of Christmas 
Day has been spared a jail 
sentence 

Scaffolder Brian Kelly kicked 
Sharon Goodchild in the head 
during the attack. 

But instead of sending Kelly to 
prison, Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
told him he was taking an “unusual 
eourse” of action and imposed a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence instead. 

Kelly (46), whose address was not 
given in court on the direction of the 
judge because it would identify 
where his victim lived, pleaded 
guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court 
to assault causing actual bodily 
harm. 

He was given a 12-month jail 
term suspended for two years, made 
the subject of a supervision order 
and ordered to attend a domestic 
abuse programme and alcohol 


assessment with treatment if neces¬ 
sary. 

Nicola Crabb, prosecuting, told 
the court Miss Goodchild had been 
out with friends in Harlow on 
Christmas Eve and had arranged to 
meet Kelly in a pub where they 
spoke about a relationship she had 
with a friend of Kelly while he was 
in prison for previous offences. 

Miss Crabb said that as they left 
the pub Kelly became aggressive 
and told Miss Goodchild he was 
going to kill the friend and she 
would be next. He then walked away 
and shouted at her causing two 
women nearby to approach her. 

Miss Goodchild said Kelly then 
ran at her, knocking her over and 
kicking her in the head while wear¬ 
ing his workboots. 

The court was told she suffered a 
cut to the head which required 
stitches and a cut to the mouth. 

Simon Gruchy, representing 
Kelly, said in mitigation he had been 


met from prison on a number of 
occasions by Miss Goodchild, 
despite previous offences commit¬ 
ted against her during their 20-year 
relationship. 

He said Kelly found his conduct 
in kicking her “deeply distressful” 
but said it happened after he had 
gone for a drink after working long 
hours and without having had any¬ 
thing to eat. 

The judge, who ordered Kelly to 
pay Miss Goodchild £500 compen¬ 
sation, told him: “You’re a useful 
man - a scaffolder - but when 
you’re drunk you’re a demon. My 
natural reaction is to send you to 
prison for longer than before in the 
hope of teaching you a lesson. 

“However, I am going to take an 
unusual course of action and sus¬ 
pend a prison sentence. But if you 
commit any further offences on 
Miss Goodchild your feet won’t 
touch the ground in receiving a long 
sentence indeed.”

CANCER RESEARCH UK 


Rfloe fir Life 
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Discontent grows 
over proposals for 
reclassification of 
sheltered homes 

SCORES of elderly residents face major 
upheaval with the loss of services and 
facilities as eight sheltered housing 
schemes in Harlow are re-designated, it 
has been claimed.. 

Black Lion Court, Netteswellbury Farm, 
Partridge Court, Risdens, Latton House, 
Tysea Close, Greenhills and Desmoreaux 
Bungalows are to be reclassified as 
general needs housing for people over 55 
in a bid to cut costs. 

Elderly tenants in the affected schemes 
will no longer have a regular warden 
service and will have to pay extra to take 
advantage of an outreach service offering 
weekly, fortnightly or monthly visits. 

Free laundry services will be scrapped 
and replaced by coin-operated machines 
charging up to £2 per wash, and tenants 
will also have to take responsibility for 
their communal facilities. 

Energy costs will continue to be 
subsidised by the council but residents 
will begin to notice their bills going up 
over time as increased charges are 
gradually phased in. 

Those living in the decommissioned 
schemes will also have the right to buy 
their homes after five years, but the 
council will put a covenant on all 
properties to prevent their sale to anyone 
under the age of 55. 

The changes have already been agreed by 
Harlow Council’s housing committee, but 
Netteswellbury Farm tenant Patricia 
Norcott (74) said she was disgusted at the 
decision. 

“There are people living here in their 80s 
and 90s who just can’t cope with this sort 
of upheaval,” she said. “They have their 
routine, their regular warden visits and 
the communal activities, but all that is 
going to be taken away.” 

Harlow Pensioners’ Action Association 
chairman Les Coben added: “What’s to 
stop new tenants from buying their homes 
and leaving them to their kids when they 
die? It’s all very well for the council to 
say they’ll put a covenant on the 
properties to stop them being sold to 
under 55s but it won’t take a genius to 
find the loophole there.” 

Housing committee chairman Joshua 
Jolles said “careful consideration” had 
been given to the plans and promised 
residents would be consulted on the 
gradual changes. 

“To do nothing is not an option,” he said. 
“People are living longer and want to live 
independently for as long as possible. 

“We aim to improve our remaining 
schemes and develop them into centres 
for the elderly that can also be used by 
those living nearby in their own homes.” 

Councillors agree 
allowance freeze 

COUNCILLORS have agreed not to 
increase their cost of living allowance this 
year. 

Members of the policy and resources 
committee made the amendment to 
recommendations as part of the 2009/10 
general fund budget at Thursday night’s 
meeting. 

The recommendation, which will affect 
all 32 councillors, will now go to full 
council to be ratified.

Budget protestors 
fail to force U-turn

PROTESTORS marched on 
Harlow Civic Centre in a bid 
to stop Conservative council¬ 
lors pushing through a contro¬ 
versial service-cutting budget. 

About 30 people, some holding 
Unison plaeards, held a silent 
demonstration outside the eouneil 
ehamber before budget diseussions 
on Thursday night. 

They were protesting over plans to 
slash council funding of the Harlow 
Welfare Rights and Advice Service. 

The protestors then moved to an 
already packed public gallery and 
cheered as Harlow Civic Society chair¬ 
man Stan Newens handed over a peti¬ 
tion to policy and resources committee 
chairman Simon Carter signed by more 
than 200 people opposing proposals to 
make swathing cuts to public services as 
part of the council’s 2009/10 spending 
plans. 

There was then a burst of applause 
when opposition Liberal Democrat and 
Labour councillors said they would not 
support the Tory administration’s finan¬ 
cial blueprint. 

Unison, which represents local gov¬ 
ernment workers, had printed leaflets 


calling on councillors to think again. 

Last week the Star reported on the 
Conservative’s proposal to increase 
council tax to an inflation-busting 3.9 
per cent while making a number of 
service and funding cutbacks and intro¬ 
ducing money-making schemes. 

These include axing funding to chari¬ 
ties and discretionary services, making 
£40,000 savings at Harlow museum, 
decommissioning eight sheltered hous¬ 
ing complexes and introducing fees at 
some council-owned car parks as well as 
making 13 redundancies. 


At the same time, a number of high- 
ranking council officers are in line for 
large pay rises. 

Labour leader Mark Wilkinson told 
the meeting his group would not be sup¬ 
porting the budget because it was con¬ 
cerned over plans to slash funding to 
the advice service by 80 per cent, saying 
it was crucial to residents in the current 
climate. 

He also criticised a plan to slash the 
grants budget for voluntary groups by 
nearly two-thirds. And on the subject of 
the introduction of wheeled bins for 


refuse collection, he told the meeting: 
“We cannot support this budget as it 
seems to spend a fortune on a service 
no-one wants and takes a fortune from 
services we desperately need.” 

Liberal Democrat leader Chris 
Millington said his party could not sup¬ 
port the budget for the same reasons and 
labelled the whole situation a “sorry 
saga”. 

The protests are expected to contin¬ 
ue tonight (Thursday) when the budget 
is due to be ratified at a meeting of the 
full council.

CONSERVATIVE councillors 
have mounted a vociferous 
defence of their budget plans 
by reeling off a list of finan¬ 
cial obstacles they have been 
forced to overcome. 

Deputy council leader 
Simon Carter told Thursday 
night’s stormy policy and 
resources committee meeting 
the authority was forced to 
dip into various programmes 
and account funds in a bid to 
make the books balance. 

Mr Carter said the coun¬ 
cil had to make £2.7m sav¬ 
ings in this year’s General 
Fund Budget and accused 
the previous Liberal 
Democrat/ Labour admin¬ 
istration of borrowing with¬ 
out making plans for 
repayment. 

Councillor Russell 

Perrin said the Conserv¬ 
atives, who took over con¬ 
trol of the council in May, 
were left with just £89,000 
in the bank and accused 
the opposition of getting 
themselves in a financial 
pickle. 

The statements were 
made as the Conser¬ 
vatives faced criticism 
from opposition council¬ 
lors over their handling 
of finances. 

Labour group leader Mark 
Wil ki nson said claims the pre¬ 
vious administration left the 
Tories with an unbalanced 
budget were a myth and said 
the Audit Commission had 
given the accounts a clean bill 
of heath. 

He added: “Then we had the 
£22m borrowed when up to a 


couple of years ago this council 
had not borrowed a third of 
that. 

“All local authorities bor¬ 
row money. If you look at [the 
non-housing capital pro¬ 
gramme] on tonight’s agenda 
you will see this administra¬ 
tion is borrowing money.” 
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It takes guts to 
bite the bullet 

SIR, In response to councillor Mark 
Wilkinson’s letter (“They’re destroying 
everything that made Harlow a great place 
to live”, February 12), he is almost right. 
But it was HIS group that laid the 
foundation for the present council budget 
difficulties. 

Star readers may well remember the 
headlines “Council turns golden legacy 
into £1.8m black hole” - where former 
Labour leader Kevin Brooks accused the 
Lib/Lab coalition of squandering a golden 
legacy - and then “Tories reveal £10m 
crisis” when, as a new administration, we 
opened the books for the Star to show the 
financial mess we had been left with in 
taking over the council. 

There is no doubt that if Harlow Council 
had not been left in such extreme 
financial difficulties then the pain of this 
year’s budget would be far less. If money 
had not been wasted and budgets had 
balanced then perhaps we would not be 
faced with such stark decisions. 

The situation has been exacerbated by the 
financial mismanagement of the 
Government and their poor treatment of 
Harlow. They gave us only a 0.5 per cent 
increase in the council’s grant this year: 
just £42,000. A deliberate punishment for 
the town not voting Labour perhaps? 

Then there is the £800,000 it costs Harlow 
taxpayers to pay for the free pensioners’ 
bus passes which we should remember 
Gordon Brown oftered for free. Paying 
£20 per household to subsidise that free 
giveaway has meant we have had to find 
savings elsewhere. 

Perhaps if the Government had treated 
Harlow fairly and with respect we could 
have afforded to invest in more services 
this year rather than take difficult 
decisions about where to save money. 

So I am left with a choice. I can do what 
every other council leader has done for 
years and nibble around the edge of the 
budget and not really deal with the 
underlying problems or I can bite the 
bullet and put the council’s finances on a 
sound financial footing once and for all 
and give us a chance to start again. 

It’s not a pretty choice and as a politician 
in a town that has elections every year I 
understand why previous council leaders 
have not had the guts to deal with the 
problem. I have to. 

I love my town and I want it to get better, 
so I have to make the tough choices - 
that’s why people elected me. And in 
making those tough choices I will always 
be honest with residents. Perhaps Mr 
Wilkinson can pledge to do likewise. 

If he is willing to spread misinformation 
and deny his responsibility for the 
council’s financial crisis, how can 
residents trust anything that he or the 
party he leads has to say?

Balancing act 

SIR, To those of us who have lost our jobs 


Leah Manning Centre makes life 
bearable for my 82 -year-old nan 


SIR, I am writing with regard 
to the decision to reduce the 
services currently being 
offered by the Leah Manning 
Centre in Harlow. I hope that 
by highlighting the massive 
impact the cutbacks would 
have on just one person’s life 
this letter will generate 
enough pressure on 
councillors that they may 
rethink their decision. 

My grandmother is 82 and 
has lived and worked in 
Harlow for most of her adult 
hfe. She lost her husband to 
prostate cancer in 2003 and in 
2006 she suffered a severe 
stroke, spending several 
months in hospital and 
rehabilitation units until she 
moved back into her own 
home in the summer of 2007. 
She is trying to live as 
independently as she can. 
However, the stroke has left 
her partially paralysed down 
her right side and she is, 
therefore, housebound. 
Because of this she has 
experienced severe loneliness, 
isolation and depression. 

For the past eight months she 



has been attending the Leah 
Manning Centre one day a 
week. She really looks 
forward to this as it is the only 
opportunity she gets to 
socialise with people of her 
own age who are often in 
similar circumstances. 

For my nan the Leah 
Manning Centre is a lifeline. 
Without it she would be stuck 
in her house on her own for 
the majority of the time. I am 
utterly convinced that without 
the support, friendship and 


help that she currently 
receives at the centre she 
would just give up as she 
would no longer have 
anything to look forward to. 

I am concerned that the 
council appears to be giving 
the impression that the only 
people to suffer from the 
cutbacks will be those who 
“enjoy long and active 
retirements, increasingly own 
cars and have a wider choice 
of leisure and social facilities.” 
I can assure the council that 


this is definitely not the case. 
There are a number of elderly 
people currently attending the 
centre who are not referred 
users but equally they are not 
fit and healthy enough to 
enjoy other leisure facilities. 
These are people who are 
provided with transport to get 
to the centre as they are too 
frail to make their own way 
there. The days out they spend 
at the centre are often the 
only opportunity they get to 
socialise with like-minded 


people. 

It has come as a great shock 
to them (some of whom are in 
their 90s) to learn that from 
April 1 they will no longer be 
able to enjoy these much- 
needed days out. The council 
has put forward no 
replacement facihtics for them 
and has appeared to just 
consign them to the 
scrapheap. 

I am quite disgusted that the 
council feels it has no other 
option but to cut the services 
currently being provided for 
some of the most vulnerable 
people in our society. It would 
appear it is more interested in 
rewarding its eight top 
earners with pay rises than it 
is in preserving schemes 
which are beneficial to the 
local community. 

I would urge everybody to 
support the campaign to stop 
the service cuts at the Leah 
Manning Centre.

Absolutely right, and it is rather strange 
that advice services aren’t a council’s 
statutory duty. But imagine what kind of 
town we would now live in now if we 
hadn’t had a council with the foresight to 
invest in such crucial services. 

As the Government quite rightly points 
out in evidencing preventative initiatives, 
there is a significant cost of doing 
nothing (or in this case, doing less) which 
is outweighed by investment in avoiding 
costly outcomes. How? Take someone 
who loses their job unjustly, with no 
advice to ensure justice is served. They 
claim benefits (extra cost to the 
Government), have less money to spend 
(helping to cause local shops to go out of 
business), can’t afford to pay their rent or 
mortgage so become homeless (adding to 
the pressure on the council’s housing 
department and the extra cost of more 
accommodation being found) and 
becoming stressed to a level that requires 
visits to their GP and a psychiatrist (extra 
cost to the health service). 

One of the hidden penalties that would 
occur if the decision goes ahead is the 
loss of all or part of the almost £2m 
brought in to clients via Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice. Has that been factored 
into the equation? 

I ask the council to show us their 
financial risk assessment which I assume 
includes the financial impact on all its 
own services and those of other 
organisations as mentioned above, as well 
as any other associated costs such as lost 
monies to clients, those relating to 
resources expended on making this 
decision and those related to terminating 
existing contracts with current advice 
services. Then let’s see if the numbers 
add up. 

It makes you wonder how the local 
Jobcentre, shops, health service and 
indeed our MP feel about the extra 
burden that would be placed upon them 
and how they view these proposals. It 
would be ironic if it wasn’t such an 
important subject if such cuts in advice 
services resulted in higher income tax or 
national insurance! 

No-one is denying the council has budget 
pressures so what is the basic tenet in 
these austere times? Prioritise well! It 
would seem incontrovertible that 
resources should be prioritised to those 
most in need first, and a good indicator 
of those most in need is those seeking 
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legal advice! To cut advice services would 
be to prioritize incorrectly and we all 
expect a council that chooses well. 

Other areas do spend less on advice 
services but Harlow’s advice services are 
renowned and envied by other councils 
because they offer more expert help, see 
more clients and achieve better results. 

Let’s not lose one of the few remaining 
services in the town in which we can truly 
have pride. 

Furthermore, this council has traditionally 
spent more because it cares more about the 
welfare and rights of its residents and 
wishes to assist more residents achieve 
better outcomes. Surely the councillors 
don’t care less now about their electors? 

If I’m not mistaken this is a full-blown 
recession and I don’t think there is any 
debate that residents will encounter more 
problems than usual and therefore need 
more advice. In fact some councils are 
spending more on advice services for 
precisely this reason.

MORE than 150 workers have lost 
their jobs after one of the new town’s 
oldest factories became the latest vic¬ 
tim of the recession. 

Printing product firm Kores has closed its 
West Road manufaeturing and distribution 
base after it was unable to eompete with the 
Far East and eastern European markets. 

The company’s German bosses are now looking 
to sell the building which has stood in Harlow’s 
industrial heartland off Edinburgh Way for more 
than 50 years. 

Managing director Alan Howard, who has 
worked at the Harlow site for 20 years, told the 
Star: “It is sad and regrettable but we are a victim 
of circumstances. It is very emotional.” 

The firm has been winding down operations on 
the site over the past 12 months, axing 100 jobs in 
the process. Most of the remaining 60 staff left 
some weeks ago but a few workers are still on site 
while the loose ends are tied up before the build¬ 
ing can be officially vacated. 

It is thought the work done at the factory will 
now be relocated to the company’s German base. 

The news follows a number of large-scale 
redundancies and store closures in Harlow. 

This week Harlow MP Bill Rammell admitted 
news of more job losses was a blow for the town 
which has so far bucked the recession by proving 
more popular with shoppers and new firms than 
most areas. 

“Reports of job losses such as these are precise¬ 
ly why people in Harlow require all the assistance 
they need in the form of services such as the 
Welfare Rights and Advice Centre where people 
can find out about all the Government help they 
are entitled to.”

Attack victim ^ot 
a severe beating 


AN attack victim was left 
unconscious and suffering 
from multiple stab wounds, 
facial injuries and a broken 
nose, a court heard this week. 

Tyson Hale was set upon in 
Longbanks, Harlow, in an 
assault provoked by two women 
and one of their brothers after a 
mistaken “threatening” phone 
eall by the vietim to one of the 
women, it is alleged. 

After the attack last July, one of 
the women threw a belt used to 
strangle Mr Hale on to a roof and 
took the knife to clean it with hot 
water and bleach, Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told. 

Amy Boorman (25), formerly of 
The Hides, Harlow, Laura Crooks 


(19), of Longbanks, Harlow, and 
Jack Boorman, (20), of Kennet Way, 
Chelmsford, all plead not guilty to 
conspiring to cause grievous bodily 
harm. Crooks also denies cleaning 
the knife. 

The court heard Mr Hale had ini¬ 
tially been abusive to another 
woman who had been using Amy 
Boorman’s mobile phone. 

When he rang the number back it 
was Amy Boorman who answered. 
However, Mr Hale repeated his ver¬ 
bal assault, believing he was talking 
to the other woman. 

David Holborn, prosecuting, said 
that as a result of what Mr Hale said, 
Boorman persuaded her brother to 
fight him. 

“These defendants were angry 
with him, got him to a house and 
while there he was severely beaten,” 


said Mr Holborn. “He got a thor¬ 
oughly good hiding and was serious¬ 
ly injured.” 

He said Mr Hale, who has 
declined to take part in the court 
case, later required surgery. 

“Jack Boorman brought the knife 
back into the house and Crooks 
washed it, clearly done to remove 
forensic evidence, only too well 
aware it caused serious injury,” said 
Mr Holborn. 

“Crooks also saw the belt near Mr 
Hale’s unconscious body. It had 
been used to strangle him and threw 
she it on to the roof of a nearby 
building.” 

Mr Holborn added that although 
Mr Hale didn’t help himself by 
agreeing to the fight, “the law did 
not allow him to be severely beaten.” 

The hearing continues. 


Regeneration projects to 
deliver 'affordable' homes 


REGENERATION projects which 
will transform three areas of 
Harlow took a huge step forward 
this week. 

Developers Moat Homes have 
been given the green light to start 
revamping Clifton Hatch, Prentice 
Place in Potter Street and parts of 
Old Harlow. 

A total of four houses, 29 flats 
and two retail units, together with 
more parking spaces, will be cre¬ 
ated in Clifton Hatch. 

Prentice Place will benefit from 
83 properties, a new health centre, 
a community centre, a children’s 
playground facility and car park¬ 
ing. 

More housing and parking will 
also be provided in the Faircroft 
and Little Bays area of Old 
Harlow. A planning application for 
that project will be submitted later 
this year. 

Nearly half of all the homes cre¬ 
ated by the three projects will be 
so-called “aftbrdable” housing. 

Members of Harlow Council’s 
policy and resources committee 
approved the appointment of Moat 
Homes subject to the signing of a 
development agreement. 


Moat Homes will now work 
closely with the council and 
Harlow Renaissance on designs 
and plans for each area. 

Extensive consultation on the 
outline applications has already 
taken place and further consulta¬ 
tion with residents and traders on 
the detailed designs will follow. 

All three areas have been iden¬ 
tified for major neighbourhood 
regeneration under the 
Government’s Growth Area 
Funding projects which has 
already been involved in the build¬ 
ing of the Harlow Enterprise Hub. 

Deputy council leader Simon 
Carter said: “These projects will 
deliver vital new housing, parking, 
retail and community facilities 
and are very important schemes 
for making a difference to local 
people’s everyday lives.” 

Andrew Bramidge, chief execu¬ 
tive of Harlow Renaissance, 
added: “We look forward to work¬ 
ing with Moat on the consultation 
on the detailed design proposals 
and then seeing these projects 
built over the next couple of years 
to provide much-needed new 
housing.”

our concerns and have never done anything to 
tiy and help us survive. It's a case of out of 
sight, out of mind for them.” 

David Bums, manager of DBS Computers, 
said he was concerned about the plans as Aldi 
is known for selling cut-price computer acces¬ 
sories. 

“On the one hand I can see how a new 
supermarket might attract more people to the 
area, but it’s likely they will choose to do all 
their shopping in Aldi and not even bother to 
wander into The Stow,” he said. “It could be 
very bad for business and I’m sure several 
shops will be forced to close down.” 

Aldi had its first application to redevelop 
the site thrown out by planning chiefs in 2006 
because it contravened Government guide¬ 
lines on the development of supermarkets out¬ 
side existing shopping centres. The company 
lost an appeal against that decision in 2007 
and as result scaled down its plans. 

The development will comprise a super¬ 
market, 14 flats and 69 car parking spaces. 
New access routes into The Stow linking the 
store to the rest of the shopping hatch will also 
be created. 

Councillor Russell Perrin (Conservative), 
speaking at last Wednesday’s planning com¬ 
mittee meeting, said it would claimed be a 
“breath of fresh air” for The Stow. But coun¬ 
cillor Chris Millington (Liberal Democrat), 
who abstained from the vote, said the propos¬ 
als represented a missed opportunity to regen¬ 
erate the whole area.

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Flats conversion to 
save historic house

A FORMER community centre 
is set to be given a new lease of 
life after proposals to convert 
the historic building into resi¬ 
dential apartments were passed 
by council planners. 

Potential developers have been 
given the go-ahead to start work on 
the eouneil-owned Grade II listed 
Kingsmoor House, in Paringdon 
Road, to prevent it from falling into 
further disrepair. 

The 19th century mansion and its adja¬ 
cent 18th century coach house will be 
divided into nine flats of varying sizes 
with on-site car parking, while the sur¬ 
rounding grounds will be landscaped to 
bring the whole site back to its former 
glory. 

One of the main conditions of any rede¬ 
velopment will be the retention of some of 
the original buildings’ features to protect 
the integrity of their historic character. 

The building has been repeatedly van¬ 
dalised since it was vacated in 2006 fol¬ 
lowing its closure as a family centre. The 
theft of lead flashing from the roof has led 
to severe water damage to the property’s 
interior. 

Members of Harlow Council’s planning 
committee were unanimous in their sup¬ 


port of the plans, although several council¬ 
lors voiced their dismay that commercial 
redevelopment of the site seemed to be the 
only financially viable option available. 

Councillor Jean Clark (Labour) told last 
Wednesday’s meeting: “I actually think it’s 
a very sad day to see the loss of such an 
historic building which has recently 
served a community purpose. 


“But we cannot leave it to vandals, so 
bearing that in mind I agree to this plan 
and of course it does provide much-need¬ 
ed housing.” 

Councillor Lee Dangerfield (Cons-erv- 
ative) agreed, adding”While it’s sad to see 
this happen I do see this as being the best 
way forward for the building.” 

Harlow Civic Society chairman Stan 


Newens told the Star: “It’s a real shame to 
see this happen to a once-great communi¬ 
ty facility but I’d rather see the building 
put to good use than just left to crumble. 

“As long as some of the original fea¬ 
tures of the house are retained - similar to 
the way in which Mulberry Green House 
has been re-developed - we’ll be quite 
happy to see the building restored.” 


Man in court for 
taking car with 
baby in the back 

A MAN accused of illegally 
taking a car from Brockles 
Mead, Harlow, with an eight- 
month-old baby strapped in the 
back has been sent for trial at 
the Crown court. 

Kieran Armstrong (30), of no 
fixed address, was remanded in 
custody when he appeared 
before Chelmsford magistrates 
on Friday. 

It is alleged that he took a Ford 
Fiesta on February 11. The baby 
was found safe and well about 
10 minutes later. 

In addition to taking the car, 
Armstrong is also accused of 
robbery, assault, failing to 
provide a specimen of breath, 
driving without insurance and 
driving while disqualified. 

The case was adjourned until 
May 5 for a plea and case 
management hearing.

ENERGY-conscious 
council chiefs have 
employed the latest 
thermal imaging tech¬ 
nology in a bid to help 
Harlow householders 
reduce their heating 
bills. 

The authority, whose 
Civie Centre offiees were 
last year revealed to have 
one of the worst energy 
effieieney ratings possi¬ 
ble, has teamed up with 
the Energy Saving Part¬ 
nership to eonduet sur¬ 
veys in the Netteswell 
and Mark Hall areas of 
town. 

Thermal imaging equip¬ 
ment installed in a van and 
will be used to scan proper¬ 
ties and identify which ones 
would benefit from insula¬ 
tion and other energy saving 
improvements. 


The council will then 
offer assistance and, in some 
cases, free home improve¬ 
ments to increase energy 
efficiency. 

If the trial proves success¬ 
ful, the scheme could be 
rolled out across the whole 
town . 

Eddie Johnson chairman 
of the council’s environment 
and community committee, 
said the authority is keen to 
find new ways of helping 
residents save money, espe¬ 
cially in the current econom¬ 
ic climate. 

“The thermal imaging 
technology will give a very 
graphic illustration of just 
how much heat is lost from 
many homes in the town and 
will hopefully make people 
realise that energy efficien¬ 
cy will not only help the 
environment but save them 
hundreds of pounds as well.” 
he said. 

“We are particularly keen 
to help people who are vul¬ 


nerable because of old age 
or are receiving benefits. In 
many cases we can make 
their homes cheaper.” 

Only one van will operate 
in Harlow but it will be 
capable of imaging hun¬ 
dreds of private and council 
homes in one night. 

The scheme is being 
funded through the 
Government's CERT project 
which came into effect in 
April 2008, obliging elec¬ 
tricity and gas suppliers in 
Great Britain to help reduce 
carbon dioxide emissions 
from homes. 

Council chiefs are busy 
employing their own energy¬ 
saving ideas at their Water 
Gardens offices after energy 
watchdogs gave it an F rat¬ 
ing for energy conservation 
in December. An average 
rating is D. 

The authority has since 
compiled an energy-reduc¬ 
tion plan to address the issue 
throughout its buildings. 


Report details successful year 
for town's health centres trust 


A TRUST responsible for seven health cen¬ 
tres in Harlow has published its first annual 
review. 

The Harlow Health Centres Trust com¬ 
piled the report after a successful year during 
which it laid the foundations for improve¬ 
ments to facilities throughout the town. 

As well as community work, the organisa¬ 
tion has awarded grants to like-minded 
groups and individuals working towards sim¬ 
ilar aims. 

The report states that in 2007/08 grants to 
both the voluntary health sector in Harlow 
and the NHS were at a record level exceeding 


£236,000. 

The trust has also worked with Harlow 
Council, Harlow Renaissance and West 
Essex PCT to redevelop and extend health 
facilities at Lister House in Staple Tye and 
Osier House in Prentice Place. 

Outline planning permission has been 
granted for both developments. 

Trustee Martin Lawn said: “We hope that 
this annual report will enable the activities of 
Harlow Health Centres Trust to be known 
about and better understood by the communi¬ 
ty we serve which is primarily the people of 
Harlow.”

Victims of 
Australian 
firestorms 




IF you have been 
watching the 
television news over 
the past week or so 
you cannot have 
missed the dramatic 
reports of the 
bushfires that have 
caused so much 
tragedy in Australia. 
The fires, some of which are 
believed to have been started 
deliberately, have devastated 
large parts of south-eastern 
Australia. 

The hot, dry weather and 
changing wind directions have 
spread the flames through the 
state of Victoria, killing almost 
200 people and leaving 
thousands homeless. 
Hundreds of people have 
been injured, more than 1,000 
homes completely destroyed 
and a staggering 902,000 


acres of land has been 
torched. 

And as well as the human 
victims of the tragedy, the 
wildlife population has also 
suffered. Experts fears that 
millions of animals may have 
perished in the blazes. 

Even though the weather has 
got much cooler since the 
fires started, the emergency 
services have warned people 
that the disaster isn't over yet. 
Australian Prime Minister Kevin 
Rudd has promised that the 
damaged towns will be rebuilt 
brick by brick and school by 
school. 

A special squad of 100 police 
officers has been set up to 
investigate the cause of the 
fires and detectives have 
cordoned off several towns 
which were ravaged by the 
flames as possible crime 
scenes while they gather 
evidence.

IN this 24-hour, digital age of 
CCTV cameras, the internet and 
the paparazzi, no sordid secret or 
lapse in judgement remains 
concealed forever. 

The truth will come out, splashed across a 
front page or captured live on the camera 
of an omnipresent mobile phone. Reading 
and seeing is believing. 

However, our hunger for news is 
insatiable and, in the absence of solid 
facts, we often nourish that hunger with 
gossip and rumour. So, what happens 
when you believe something to be true, 
even though you have no tangible 
evidence to back up your suspicions? 

How far would you go in your pursuit of 
the absolute proof? 

In the hermetically sealed world of 
religion and rules. Sister Aloysius (an 
Oscar-nominated performance from 
Meryl Streep) rules with an iron fist. 
Trouble erupts when painfully naive Sister 
James (Amy Adams) confides to her 


ferocious superior that the holy man has 
“taken an interest” in one of the boys, 
Donald Miller (Jospeh Foster 11). 

When the head nun learns that Father 
Flynn (Philip Seymour Hoffman) spent 
time alone in the rectory with Donald, she 
draws unsavoury conclusions despite 
protestations from Sister James. 

Inviting Father Flynn into her office with 
Sister James as a witness (for the sake of 
propriety), Aloysius confronts the man of 
God, determined to bully him into a 
confession of guilt. Instead, he pleads 
innocence. 

The situation spirals out of control when 
Sister Aloysius contacts Donald's mother 
(Viola Davis) to apprise her of the 
supposed facts. 

Like Frost/Nixon, the film version of 
Doubt lacks the immediacy and some of 
the palpable tension of the stage version 
but John Patrick Shanley's adaptation of 
his own source material is still a riveting 
game of cat and mouse. 

Streep devours the screen, eyes burning 
with indignation as the nun pursues her 
vendetta, engaging in some terrific verbal 
skirmishes with Hoffman's besieged 
priest.

Minor monkeying with a favourite 



MONKEY MAGIC 

(Cine-Asia, 12, retail) 

Taking its look and tone from the beloved 1970s TV 
series Monkey (itself based on the classic Chinese tale 
Journey To The West), this 2007 Japanese reboot 
adds plenty of slick visual effects yet thankfully retains 
much of the knockabout spirit. 

Purists will mourn the loss of the distinctive theme 
tune and bristle at the inexplicable name changes 
(Buddhist monk Tripitaka is now Sanzo-hoshi and 
Monkey himself becomes Son Goku) but there’s still 
plenty of colourful, madcap fun to be had. 

Journeying from China to India, Monkey and his 
magical fellow disciples (named Pigsy and Sandy in 
the original) are diverted from their path when a 
princess appeals for help to free her kingdom from 
the curse of the sibling demon warlords Gold Horn 
and Silver Horn, who have turned to land to desert 
and transformed her parents into turtles. 

Seeking a magical orb to aid their mission. Monkey 
and chums embark on a series of exciting chases, 
comic pratfalls and breathless battles.

7-49 UP 

(Network, E, retail) 

One of the most fascinating pieces of documentary 
film-making ever began with the World In Action 
special 7-Up in 1964, with a group of loosely 
representative seven-year-olds talking about their 
lives, attitudes and hopes for the future. 

The programme was inspired by the Jesuit maxim 
‘Give me the child until he is seven and 1 will show 
you the man’ and a desire to explore the limiting 
effect of the British class system. 

Michael Apted - who would eventually go on to 
Hollywood to direct such movies as Gorky Park, 
Gorillas In The Mist and The World Is Not Enough - 
was a researcher on the first show and would return 
every seven years as director to touch base with as 
many of the original participants as were prepared to 
take part and the resulting programmes, collected 
here on five discs, are a fascinating, uplifting and, at 
times, haunting exploration of the triumphs and 
tragedies of everyday human life. 

At times, their stories seem a vindication of the 
premise; Bruce expresses an interest in missionary 
work at seven and goes on to teach mathematics at a 
London inner city school, while Nicholas professes an 
interest in space from a one-room school in the 
Yorkshire Dales and ends up a physicist in the USA. 
But they are also stories tinged with sadness as some 
find their dreams dashed, something particularly true 
of Neil who at seven was an adorable, chirpy little 
boy but who would increasingly find himself at the 
very edges of society. 

Extras include an interview with Apted and overview 
of his career plus commentaries for 28-Up.

ANAMORPH 

(Contender Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Dour, burnt-out alcoholic cop Stan (Willem Dafoe) is 
up against the kind of ridiculously creative and 


intelligent serial killer only ever found in movies in 
this interesting, grisly variant of SeTen. 

Five years earlier, the demented psycho known as 
Uncle Eddie left his victims arranged as works of art 
before he was apparently killed during a raid. 

But a new series of murders bearing similarly 
elaborate hallmarks pull Stan back into the game - 
and the more he learns, the more deliberately 
personal to him they seem. 

Writer/director Henry Miller crafts a sober and 
impressive thriller despite the sheer implausibility of 
its premise, and an unusually restrained Dafoe makes 
for an intense guide into this gallery of art to die for.

MUTANT CHRONICLES 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

This low budget sci-fi opens as if it’s episode 27 of a 
long-running TV series, but eventually stabilises as an 
entertaining team-on-a-suicide-mission tale. 

Its the 23rd century and Earth is governed by four 
huge corporations whose rapacious business acumen 
has left the world a war-ravaged hell hole. Things get 
worse when a missile exposes an ancient device 
capable of turning people into rampaging monsters 
with wicked barbs for arms - it’s the end of days, 
unless an unlikely team of oddballs led by Thomas 
Jane can throw a spanner in the mutant works. 

Writer Philip (Event Horizon) Eisner and director 
Simon Hunter confidently throw viewers into an 
anime-inspired world of weird religions and warring 
trade blocs, trusting them to pick it up as they go 
along, and are well-served by a cast including Ron 
Perlman, Sean Pertwee and John Malkovich.

THE NEW PINK PANTHER SHOW - 
SEASON 1 

(20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, U, retail) 

Not the classic series from 1969-75, this 1993 revamp 
was more clearly aimed at kids and, heresy of 
heresies, even gave the previously silent and thus 
more enigmatic Pink Panther a voice (that of Max 
Headroom himself Matt Frewer, incidentally). 

Henri Mancini’s famed jazz theme plays throughout 
but whereas the old shows mined a rich vein of silent 
slapstick and advanced the skits with nuance and 
pantomime, these new shows spell it all out and lose 
a lot of the comedy magic in the process. 

This four-disc set contains 40 episodes, which are 
modestly entertaining once the shock’s worn off.

Dramatised as the Tom Cruise-starring Valkyrie, the 
true story of the failed bid by top Nazis to assassinate 
Hitler makes for a compelling documentary. 

Having hardly any footage of Colonel Claus von 
Stauffenberg, his fellow conspirators or the aftermath 
of the bomb. Operation Valkyrie makes good use of 
dramatisations, CG reconstructions, interviews and 
rare colour footage. 

A second disc includes Eva Braun’s home movies, a 
visit to the von Stauffenberg estate, a features on 
other bids to kill Hitler, a discussion speculating on 
what might have happened if Valkyrie had succeeded 
and an interview with the last surviving conspirator.
